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2006 President's Report 


Our theme for 2006 has been Designing a Better 
Michigan through the AIA. 


The Three Main Focus areas for the year were cen- 
tered on AIA Michigan’s Mission — Advocacy, 
Education and Fellowship. It is our belief that if 
we reach out to those outside of our profession and 
show them the power of design that we as archi- 
tects can make a positive difference in our com- 
munities and the State. 


ADVOCACY 


On the advocacy front we had a very successful 
legislative day and Howling event. There were 57 
architects that participated in visits to our State 
Representatives and Senators. We were welcomed 
to the event by our legislator of the year for 2006 
Senator Mark Schauer of Battle Creek. Our agen- 
da for this year included advocating for a certifi- 
cate of merit bill and increased penalties for unli- 
censed practice. We were successful in getting 
sponsors for both of these bills. Representative 
John Pastor introduced House Bill 5948. If this bill 
becomes law, it would limit the number of frivo- 
lous actions filed against design professionals due 
to the up front requirement to engage an expert 
before a law suit could be filed. Representative 
Chris Ward introduced House Bill 5874. This bill 
would provide for increased penalties against 
those who practice Architecture without a license. 
Specifically, a third offense would become a 
felony. The bill passed the House and has been 
assigned to the Senate Committee on Economic 
Development, Small Business and Regulatory 
Reform. If this bill becomes law, interest on the 
part of local prosecutors in enforcement activities 
should increase. We also continue to fight the 
package of Interior Design licensing bills. Our 
goal for 2007 is to have at least 150 architects 
storm Lansing on March 20to again push for pas- 
sage of the legislation that is important to protect 
our profession. 
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In October we had a 
tremendously suc- 
cessful event hosted 
by the Grand Valley 
Chapter to learn 
some lessons on how 
we can advocate for 
more cooperation on 
a regional level 
regarding planning. 
The Mayor of Grand 
Rapids and the plan- 
ning directors for the 
City of Grand 
Rapids, Holland, Walker, North Shore, Muskegon 
Heights and the Charter Township of Holland 
spoke to our board about the vision and skill that 
architects bring to the urban planning process. 
Bob Daverman and the Grand Valley Chapter had 
conducted a regional planning Charette in January 
2005 and the results have pushed regional cooper- 
ation, captured additional planning funds and have 
generated the vision of 75 planning charettes in 
the West Michigan area in the next 5 years. Greg 
Norton president of the West Michigan Strategic 
Alliance has advanced this vision and is seeking 
funding sources. This is clearly one area were 
architects are designing a better Michigan through 
the AIA. The next set of three planning charettes 
will be conducted early next year as part of the 
AIA 150 Blueprint for America project. A charette 
was also conducted by the Southwest Chapter this 
year for the Three Rivers area.

As you 
might expect in an election year, our 
PAC spent a lot of the funds that had 
been contributed by you.

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AIAMI Government Report for 2006: 


OVERVIEW: 


We had a full year opposing legislation that is harmful to our profession (i.e. Interior 
Design Licensure) and supporting legislation (i.e. Increased Penalties, Statute of 
Limitations and Certificate of Merit) beneficial to our cause. 

HIGHLIGHTS: 

Interior Design Licensure Bill 


As was it was in 2005, this was our primary focus throughout the year. House Bills 
4262 and 4311 passed House in February and were referred to the Senate Committee 
on Economic Development, Small Business and Regulatory Reform. Through the 
efforts of our Lobbyist, Kelley Cawthorne and the committee we were successful in 
bottling these bill up in Committee where the died. This was a major victory for our 
profession. Unfortunately, we will have little time to celebrate new legislation will 
be introduced next year. 

Legislative Day in March 

We had a marginally successful day at this year’s Legislative Day in Lansing. 
Participation was up from the dismal showing in 2005. Talking points for the day’s 
visits included Certificate of Merit, Increase Penalties for Unlicensed Practice, 
Interior Design Licensure and Statute of Limitations. 2006 Legislator of the Year 
recipient, Representative Mark Schauer, kicked off the day with a few kind words. 
A much greater attendance in needed at the 2007 Legislative Day on March 21st and 
we urge that you attend. This is your chance to meet face to face with your legisla- 
tors and voice your concerns. 


DMB and the State Contract: 


We understand that urged by the passing of HB5656 in 2004 DMB has decided to 
write a new state contract. A draft is due out soon and we are confident it will me a 
much fairer contract to design professionals. 

Statute of Limitations: 


Earlier this year the Michigan Supreme court overturned ten years of case law which 
limited the statute of limitations on professional malpractice to two years. Instead 
the Court decided that another statue ruled that extended the statute of limitations 
period to six years. With the help of Representative Phil LaJoy we introduced 
HB6437 which, if passed, would overturn the Court’s ruling and reinstate the two 
year limit. Unfortunately, no action was taken by the Legislature this year so we will 
be re-introducing it in 2007. 

Increased Penalties: 


Representative Chris Ward sponsored House Bill 5874 which increased penalties for 
the unauthorized practice of architecture, professional engineering and professional 
land surveying. Unfortunately, this bill fell victim to the interior design controversy 
within the Legislature and it died. We will re-introduce this bill early in the 2007. 
Certificate of Merit: 


Two bills were introduced this year that would require a plaintiff to obtain a certifi- 
cate of merit prior to filing a malpractice lawsuit against a design professional. 
House Bill 5948 and Senate Bill 1401 (sponsored by Senator Bruce Patterson) were 
not passed this session so they will be introduced again next year. 

Legislator of the Year Award: 

AIAMI will recognize the 2006 Legislator of the year for his support of issues crit- 
ical to our profession. 

Brief look ahead to 2006: 


We will continue to oppose the Interior Design Licensure and will re-introduce leg- 
islation on Increased Penalties, Certificate of Merit and Statute of Limitations.

AIA DETROIT 

Neighborhoods by Design Initiative: 
The initiative will be comprised of three 
related forums to discuss and address 
neighborhood sustainability issues and 
engage architects, community leaders, 
business leaders, government officials, 
student architects and other stakehold- 
ers from each community and the 
region. AIA Detroit will serve as the 
facilitator for all three forums. 


AIA Detroit will then gather and com- 
pile the results into a booklet to summa- 
rize the initiative and serve as a set of 
guidelines, complete with additional 
resources for creating neighborhood 
sustainability, and distribute to all inter- 
ested communities throughout south- 
eastern Michigan.
